Crawford said the act virtually 
guaranteed Cuba a larger share of 
the American sugar market. 


He charged that th© Cuban re- 
ciprocal trade treaty deprived the 
treasury of $40.000,000 of Cuban 
sugar duties through tb© lowering 
of th© tariff on Cuban sugar from 
$2 to 90 cent.s a hundred pounds, 
and said thousands of beet mill

Complete information with re- 
»pect to the past history ot de- 
t>reciable property accounts must

revenue “uepart- 
Tuent bulletin received yesterday. 


Depreciation, as it relates to 
ioderal income taxes, has during 
the current year become a m at­ 
ter of increasing importance, the 
bulletin states, primarily because 
of the fact th at in its considera­ 
tion of revenue legislation con­ 
gress, during the 
last 
session, 
considered reducing the allowable 
depreciation deductions of all tax­ 
payers by an arbitrary 
25 
per 
cent for 1934, 1935 and 1936.

This measure was not enacted, 
however, largely due 
to 
assur- 
unces of the treai^ury department 
th a t approximately the same re- 
iiults in revenue could be obtained 
through adminisitrative measures 
and

discrimination

preciation in their income tax re­ 
turns. 


There are three classes of tax­ 
payers who will not be required 
to furnish additional information 
deductions in those income tax re­ 
turns now under 
consideration.

Most common of the skin di­ 
seases today probably is ringworm 
infection, which produces the so- 
called athlete’s foot. It is said that 
ten million people in this country 
suffer from this condition.

The condition usually 
is found between tho toes and us­ 
ually is developed from walking 
barefoot on the floors of gymna­ 
siums. swimming pools and lock­ 
er rooms. U is particularly prev­ 
alent In thes-R (lays among high 
school and college students. , 


The first symptoms is itching 
and scaling between 
the 
toes. 
Gradually, if the condition gets 
worse, the skin cracks and small 
blisters develop. 


The condition may spread from 
the feet to the thighs, between 
the buttocks and under the arms. 
Rarely does it jippenr on the face 
or acalp of grownups.

There are many different ways 
in which this malady 
can 
lie 
treated, incluviins antiseptics, the 
use of the X~i'iiy and vai'ious types 
of 
ointments. 
However, 
you 
should be certain that the medi­ 
cines penetrate suitably, so that 
it may be desirable to soak the 
feet a long time in hot water be­ 
fore applying the ointments. 


.\nion,K the mo.'it common di- 
sea.ues aifectiiig the skin is that 
with the ordinary pus germ. This 
produces eruptions which spread 
rajildly from one child to anoth* 
er. particularly when a common 
towel is used. 


1'he disease is called impetigo. 
If a cliild develops this condi­ 
tion. he should be separated from 
other children and quite certainly 
should use s('panite washing and 
drying materials. 


Generally the condition may he 
controlled, ii seen early, hy wash­ 
ing the crusts away with warm 
water and soap, and then apply­ 
ing suitable antiseptic ointment.

seven-year 
Itch 
also called ( uban itch and sca- 
bl'X^?. It i.s caused by a liny para­ 
site which burrows Into the skin 
and lays its f*ggs. 


At night it comen to the sur* 
face of the body when it gets 
warm tinder the bed clothes and 
the itching begiUM, 
The person 
who Itches, rubs atul sriatclies, 
which fends to spread the condi­ 
tion. 


An old market woman discov­ 
ered years ago, or at least remln'd- 
ed her doctor,, that sulphur will 
get rid of thi.s Itch. A hot bath Is 
taken and all tho bed clothes and 
night clothes are changed. 
Then 


for four snccesvSive nights oint­ 
ment containing sulphur is used. 


The same bed clothing and the 
same 
underclothing 
should 
be 
used during this period, - 
On the 
fifth morning a 
cleansing 
bath 
with good pure soap is taken. Thl.s 
will rid the body of the dead itch 
mites and stop the scabies. 


All tho clothing and bed sheets 
Avhich have l)een used during the 
previous period should be thor- 
otighly boiled to relieve them of 
tlveir (‘ontetit ol' infection.

Sinks, 13 Drown 


Hull. England^ 
Jan. 
fi (/P)-- 
Thirteen 
persons were 
believed 
to have drowned tonight on the 
sinking 
steam 
trawler 
Edgar 
Wallace, 
which struck 
a sand­ 
bank in 
the 
fog-bound 
River 
Humber. 


Three of the Edgar Wallace’s 
crew' of 16 were rescued. 
Most 
of the victims \vere trapped be­ 
low decks in a sudden inrush of 
■water. 


One of the survivors, brought 
to Hull by the S. S. Goole, which 
picked him out of the water, said 
the tra%vler struck a sandbank in 
the dark, heeled over and filled 
Avith water, sinking quickly. Oth­ 
er survivors were picked up by 
the steamer William Cash.

Provisions of th© sugar 
beet 
adjttstment contract for 1935 will 
be explained to sugar beet grow­ 
ers of Delta county a t a meeting 
called for this afternoon at 1:30 
at the Escanaba city hall. 
This 
contract is being offered by the 
AAA to stabilize production 
for 
this season, and all those 
who 
had a beet crop in 1934 are elig­ 
ible to sign up, also any others 
w-ho may wish to put in a crop 
this year. 
The 1934 beet grow­ 
ers must sign these contracts be­ 
fore they can receive the benefit 
payment, which would be some­ 
where near |2 a ton for beets. 


The signing of contracts must 
be completed very soon in order 
that the acreage allotments may 
all be completed before the grow­ 
ing season starts. 
Each grower 
who signs a contract will be guar­ 
anteed a price for beets equal to 
their purchasing power during the 
period 1909 to 1914. 
The price 
for this year Is in the neighbor­ 
hood of $6.90 per ton.
